Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir last 
night said that be would propose to 
the inner cabinet and to Prime 
Minister Peres that all accused and 
convicted members of the Jewish 
terror ring be pardoned and released 
from jail, according to a .report 
broadcast by Kol Yisrael last night. 

Sources at the Prime Minister's 
Office last night urged that “a matter 
of ransoming captives ought not to 
be mixed up with unrelated mat- 
ters.’' 

The sources declined further com- 
ment, but it was clear that on the 
Labour side of the national unity 
government there is no sympathy for 
the call to reprieve the Jewish terror- 
ists. 

The inner cabinet is understood to 
be split down the middle over the 
possible reprieve of members of the 
“Jewish underground" who would 
be willing to publicly express re- 


morse for their crimes. But ministe- 
rial advocates of the reprieve, led by 
Yigael Hurwitz (Ometz) and Yosef 
Shapira (Morasha), believe they can 
win a majority in the full cabinet and 
they are urging that the decision be 
taken there. 

Shapira said on television last 
night that be bad been active on this 
issue for some considerable time. He 
was at pains to separate the matter 
from yesterday's release of PLO ter- 
rorists. 

Shapira said the biblical adage 
“He who admits and desists is to be 
dealt with mercifully" (Proverbs 
28:13) should apply to the members 
of the Jewish underground. He indi- 
cated that if reprieved they would 
not return to acts of criminal vio- 
lence. 

- Shapira recalled that David Ben- 
Guriou had exercised mercy on simi- 
lar occasions, and “his pupils" (a 
reference to Peres) should do like- 
wise. This was apparently a refer- 
ence to the decision in 1949 to free

'“Amal saw they were bringing in 
weapons and stopped it, and that’s 
when the fighting began,” he added. 

The crackdown came_ as no sur- 
prise. Amal has vowed' it will not 
allow the PLO to rebuld its power 
base in Lebanon to launch attacks 
against Israel. 

Last month, Amal, aided by 
Druse militiamen ganged up on the 
Sunni Murabitoun movement, the 
PLO’s main ally in Lebanon, and 
crushed them in two days of bloody 
fighting in West Beirut. 

Bat PLO fighters have been slip- 
ping back into Beirut and other 
refugee camps in the South for some 
time. Those who made it to South 
Lebanon joined a three-week Mos- 
lem offensive in March that ousted 
Christians from their villages around 
Sidon. 

Some officials said as many as 
7,000 guerrillas were back and scat- 
tered across the country. That figure 
was probably exaggerated, but the 
Palestinian influence has been no- 
ticeably increasing in recent weeks.

HEBRON. - Scores of Jewish de- 
monstrators yesterday sat in the mid- 
dle of a busy square opposite the 
market here, listening to the blowing 
of a shofar and joining a prayer in 
protest against the release of hun- 
dreds of Arab terrorists in exchange 
for Israeli prisoners of war. 

In Jerusalem, the wives of accused 
and convicted Jewish terrorists went 
on a hunger strike, demanding their 
husbands’ parallel release: it is in- 
conceivable, they argued, that 
Arabs with Jewish blood on their 
hands are set free while the Jews 
“prompted" by their attacks remain 
behind bars. 

The settlers’ leaders said they had 
had advance knowledge of the plan- 
ned exchange and had tried to torpe- 
do it. Shalom Wach. the head of the 
Kiiyat Arba local council told the 
demonstrators that the settlers had 


raised the matter but realized the 
Knesset members were unanimous 
in supporting the exchange of pris- 
oners or at least had decided not to 
oppose it. 

Accordingly the settlers decided 
to make the best of the situation and 
press for the release of the accused 
and convicted Jewish terrorists. 
Shortly after 1 p.m., some of the 
wives of the men held in the Jewish 
tenor case arrived at the lawn oppo- 
site the Knesset and unfurled pla- 
cards reading: “The gentiles get 
freedom and the Jews - suffering. ” 

Their only crime is that they de- 
fended themselves," Ze’ev Fried- 
man’s wife Rivka argued. “You 
can’t have a situation in which the 
jails are emptied of Arabs, who will 
again walk free in the Hebron mar- 
ket, while the Jews icraain behind 
bars.”

Groff says

GENEVA (AFP). - At times like 
this it is hard to express your feel 
ings. I can’t say that we made friends 
but we were treated well,” said 
Yosef Groff, one of the three Israeli 
PoWs released yesterday. 

The three, dressed to new suits 
given them by their captors, were 
answering journalists’ questions be- 
fore leaving Damascus for Geneva. 

During the flight Groff said: “I 
played chess, and read the Bible 
which was given to me after I re- 
quested it from my guards. I was not 
given political books or even books 
dealing with the Palestinian prob- 
lem. 

“I kept a diary but I was forced to 
leave it with my guards. They prom- 
ised to send it to me in another 
month through the Red Cross.” 


Missing soldier’s 


parents want 
American help

WASHINGTON. - The parents of a 
missing Israeli soldier who is be- 
lieved 'still to be captive in Syria 
yesterday appealed for international 
assistance in obtaining the release of 
their son. 


Miriam and Yona Baumet said 
they came to Washington to try to 
meet with Secretary of State George 
Shultz and other influential Amer- 
icans to seek their backing in win- 
ning the freedom of their son. 24- 
year-old Zachary Baumel. who was 
captured by the Syrians on June 11, 
19S2 in Lebanon. 


The Buamels immigrated ,o Israel 
from the U.S. in -1970 and maintain 
dual citizenship. \ • 

They decided to speak out public- 
ly in the aftermara of yesterday’s 
prisoner exchange with Syria. 

The parents arSionvinced that 
Baumel and three other missing 
Israeli soldiers are being held captive 
in Syria. 


Shai, Groff and Salem 
due home this morning

Israel yesterday released 1 ,150 
Palestinian and other terrorists - 
including mass murderers - in 
exchange for three Israeli sol- 
diers who fell into terrorist hands 
in Lebanon in 1982. 

The soldiers. Hezi Shai. 3l. Nis- 
sim Salem, 21, and Yossef Groff, 24, 
were to be turned over to Israeli 
authorities in Geneva last night. 
There were due to arrive at Ben- 
Gurion Airport at 5 am today. 

Under a complex plan arranged by 
the International Red Cross. “Israel 
flew three planeloads of close to 400 
terrorists to Geneva as the three 
Israelis were begin flown there from 
Damascus. In addition, more than 
800 terrorists were freed from Israel 
jails and bused to their homes in the 
West Bank. Gaza and in Israel, and 
to Syria and Lebanon. 

The prisoner exchange ended long 
months of secret negotiations with 
Ahmed JibnTs Syrian-backed Popu- 
lar Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine-General Command who 
held the three Israelis. 

Negotiations for the exchange 
took over 18 months, with final 
agreement reached in Geneva on 
April 22. The Israeli Inner 
Cabinet unanimously approved 
the: terms of the agreement on 
April 1 . 

Senior government officials last 
night braced themselves for the poli- 
tical outcry they expect to follow 
news of the exchange. Among those 
released are several major terrorists 
- including Kozo Okamoto. the sur- 
viving member of the Japanese Red 
Army squad that killed 27 at Ben- 
Gurion in 1972. 

One hundred and sixty-seven of 
the terrorists were convicted of in- 
volvement in terror attacks in which 
people were killed, and 116 others 
were involved in terrorists activities 
that left people maimed and injured. 

About 600 of those released 
yesterday will be returning to their 
homes in Israel, Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza - including terrorists responsi- 
ble for the 1978 Coastal Road mas- 
sacre, the 1971 murder of the two 


Arovo children in Gaza, the 1979 
attack on Nahariya. in which Danny 
Haran and his two small daughters 
were killed, and members of the 
gang that murdered Aharon Gross in 
the Hebron market in July 1983. 

Among those not released in the 
exchange was the killer of the Haran 
family in the attack on Nahariya, the 
killer of the Israeli couple in the 
Cremisan Monastery grounds, the 
killer of the yeshiva student-soldier 
Aharon Gross in Hebron and the 
killers of the soldier Avi Bromberg. 

The three Israelis Yosef Groff. 
Nissim Salem and Hezi Shai. were 
originally due to land in Israel before 
midnighr. But due to delays in both 
the arrival of the aircraft from 
Damascus, and in the complicated 
exchange process, they were not 
expected to be back in Israel before 5 
a.m. today. By 11 o'clok last night

only Salem and Groff had been 
handed over to Israeli officials at the 
Geneva Airport. 

At five minutes to midnight. Shai 
arrived at Geneva and handed to the 
Red Cross, completing the release of 
the Israelis. 

Groff and Salem were captured by 
Jibril’s organization on September 4, 
1982, near Bahamadoun on the 
Beirut-Damascus highway. Shai. 
was captured on June 11. 19S2 dur- 
ing the battle at Sultan Ya'acoub in 
the eastern sector of Lebanon. 

Four more Israelis are still missing 
in action. Zvi Feldman. Zechariya 
Baumel and Yehuda Katz, who were 
last seen during the battle at Sultan 
Ya'acoub and Samir Assad, a Druse 
soldier who was captured in Leba- 
non in April. 1983. 

Speaking to newsmen in Geneva 
yesterday, former justice minister 
Shmuel Tamir. Israel’s chief nego- 
tiator in the exchange talks, insisted 
that Assad is still alive and being 
held by Nayef Hawatmeh's Demo- 
cratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine.

PFLP - GC officials announced at 
a news conference in the Syrian 
capital that the three Israelis left 
Damascus on separate planes early 
yesterday for the handover in Gene- 
va. 

The PFLP - GC officials said the 
Palestinians to be freed include 121 
men who originally, were scheduled 
to be released November 24, 1983, 
but were held by the Israelis despite 


the International Red Cross pro- 
tests. 

Disclosing details of the sensitive 
negotiations for the first time, the 
PFLP - GC stressed: “We want in 
particular to thank Herbert Amory, 
who, acting on behalf of Kreisky. 
played the most important role in 
achieving the swap agreement." 

Diplomatic sources said that Amory. 
Austria's ambassador in Athens, 
played a vital role in a secret di- 
plomatic shuffle between Damascus 
and Jerusalem. 


“We also want tp express thanks 
and gratitude to the Austrian au- 
thorities, to the International Red 
Cross and the Swiss Federal Govern- 
ment for their help,” the PFLP - GC 
added.

Freedom day for Lod-massacre man Okamoto

Kozo Okamoto, perhaps the most 
infamous of the security prisoners 
released yesterday, had to be dres- 
sed by a guard and carried onto the 
bus that took him from military 
confinement in Ramie prison to the 
airplane that flew him to an uncer- 
tain future. . 

Sentenced in July 1972 to life 
imprisonment, Okamoto was the 
only terrorist survivor of the May 30, 
1972 Lod massacre, in which 27 
people were killed and SO wounded. 

At 24, he was a Japanese Red 
Army terrorist, brother to another 
terrorist who in 1970 hijacked a 
Japanese airliner to North Korea. 
Often, during airline hijackings and 


other such incidents, terrorists de- 
manded Kozo's release. 

Within a year of his imprison- 
ment. Okamoto began displaying 
signs of insanity, telling warders that 
the messiah spoke to him, and 
faying, in August 1974, to circumcise 
himself with a nail clipper. 

In solitary confinement for most 
of his 13 years in jail. Okamoto 
yesterday “had no idea what was 
going on around him,” a Ramie 
Prison source said. 

“He had to be dressed in the 
warm-up suit,” said the source. “He 
was like clay.” 

He said nothing as he was led out 
of his cell, through the corridors of 
the prison to the waiting bus in the 
inner courtyard of the jail. 


The source said that guards tried 
to explain to Okamoto. who knows 
English and learned basic Hebrew 
during his years in jail, that he was 
on his way to freedom. “But he 
didn’t seem to understand." 

“Guards had to carry him onto the 
bus.” said the prison source, and 
evea though he was surrounded by 
Arab prisoners also on their way to 
freedom, “he had no idea what was 
going on.” 

Once Okamoto was in his seat on 
the bus. said the source, “he let out a 
great high-pitched whoop.” 

“Nobody knew if it was because 
he knew he' was being released," said 
the source. “Maybe he didn't know 
whv he did it." 


Nobody in Israel yesterday 
seemed to know what plans Ahmed 
JibriTs terror organization have for 
Okamoto. His father, a retired 
school principal, long ago asked 
Israel to execute him. 

Meanwhile. Reuters reported 
from Tokyo that Japanese police 
plan to place Okamoto on a list of 
overseas, wanted criminals accord- 
ing to the local press. 

Kyodo news agency said Japanese 
police intend to ask Interpol to help 
locate him. 

Official sources said a Japanese 
Embassy official in Israel met Oka- 
moto a few days ago after Tokyo 
learned that he was to be in the 
prisoner exchange.

Haim Mark, 59, a survivor of the 1979 Tiberias 
bombing in which two children were killed, said 
yesterday he would seek vengeance against the 
man who carried out the attack. Ziad Mu hammed 
Abu Ain, of Ram all ah, who was freed in yester- 
day’s exchange of prisoners. 

“He had better keep going right across the 
Jordan River,” said Mark in his Jerusalem knife- 
sharpening shop. “If be stops in Ramallah, he’s a 
dead man. There are a lot of people around who 
would kill him, and Tm one of them. If I catch 
him. Til blow his bead off. And at my age, 1*11 have 


no compunction about it." 

Mark and his wife Haya. 54. immigrated to 
Israel from New Haven, Connecticut in 1978. On 
May 4. 1979 they visited Tiberias, where Haya 
Mark bad an interview for a job. 

At 2:30 p.m.. said Mark, they stepped out of a 
restaurant. At that moment, the bomb planted by 
Abu Ain in a trashcan exploded. 

“I was hit in the chest and knocked down. I 
managed to pick myself up and then I saw my wife. 
She had a leg and an arm almost blown off. She 
was rushed to hospital in an ambulance, and I 
followed in another ambulance with two bovs.

Peres: Israel 
won’t talk to 
pro-covenant 

Palestinians

Israel is firm in its refusal to accept 
delegates to a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian negotiating body if the 
group' includes persons who identify 
with the covenant of the Palestine 
National Council, Prime Minister 
Peres told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
yesterday. 

So far, he said, Israel has not been 
asked to approve any Palestinian 
delegates. Therefore it has no inten- 
tion of expressing its views on the 
eligibility of persons whose names 
have been mentioned as possible 
delegates. Peres believes there are 
“several" people in Judea and 
Samaria who do not represent ter- 
rorist views. 

He added that Israel opposes an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East since the Soviets would 
surely use such a forum to demand 
an Israeli pullback to the pre-June 
1967 borders, and the Arabs would 
adopt that posidon as their minimum 
demand. 

He also charged that the establish- 
ment of a new Arab bank in the 
administered areas is being delayed 
by Jordan. 

Peres reiterated his opposition to 
formation of an enquiry commission 
to probe events leading up to the 1 
Lebanon war and the war itself. He 
insisted that establishment of such a 
panel would lead to the break-up of 
the national unity government. 

On the prisoner exchange, Peres 
noted that the negotiations for the 
exchange had begun under the pre- 
vious government.

ing an Israeli air attack on Rabbit 
Island, off Tripoli. He is, however, 
continuing to insist that Assad is no 
longer among the living. But this has 
not been accepted by any objective 
authority, and we are still negotiat- 
ing with Hawatzneh - so far. with no' 
success." 

Speaking on Israel Television last 
night. Defence Minister Rabin 
pledged that the search for the mis- 
sing four would continue relentless-

The defence minister said that 
though the price for the exchange 
had been high, it is a basic principle 
that Israel does not relent in its effort 
to bring home men who- had gone 
into battle of the country at the 
behest. 

I want to ask every citizen here, if 
it were your son being held, what 
would you expect of me as defence 
minister?”

Just as Israel guarantees that it will 
bring its wounded out of the battle- 
field, so it wfll ensure that it brings 
back its prisoners. Israel would pay 
the price again, he said, if “our 
soldiers” foil into captivity - making 
a fine distinction between Israel’s 
willingness to trade prisoners-of-war 
bnt not necessarily other hostages. 

One of the main cards Israel bad 
held -during- the negotiations was 
Jibril’s nephew, captured in a special 
Israeli operation in Beirut. He 'was" 
among those released yesterday. 

The logistics of yesterday’s ex- 
change were extremely complicated , 
with each of the three stages being 
overseen by Red Cross officials. The 
communications set up to monitor 
the exchange stage by stage cost the 
government of Israel $60,000. 

The exchange started shortly after 
midnight Sunday with the transfer of 
those terrorists due to be flown to 
Geneva being bused to Ben-Gurion 
Airport from prisons around Israel 
in 10 Egged buses. 

The men, dressed in red shirts and 
light slacks and wearing sneakers, 
were bound hand and foot with plas- 
tic restraints. 

By 5:30 a. m. , the last of the terror- 
ists were aboard three Israel Air 
Force Boeing 707s. They took off 
between 7 a.m. and 7:30 a.ra., arriv- 
ing in Geneva some four hours later. 

The exchange was delayed by six 
hours, however, when the three 
Israeli prisoners who were due to 
arrive on two Libyan and one Bulga- 


rian plane, were re-routed to Vienna 
where they changed planes. 

Yesterday’s exchange was negoti- 
ated by Herbert Aniry, the Austrian 
ambassador in Greece, who was fol- 
lowing through with the task he had 
started as former Austrian Chancel- 
lor Bruno Kreisky’s chief of bureau. 

Amry, together with the Red 
Cross, maintained a shuttle between 
Tel Aviv and Damascus, reporting 
to Israel’s negotiators, former jus- 
tice minis ter Shmuel Tamir and IDF 
O-C Manpower Aluf Amos Yaron. 

The breakthrough came in April 
1984 when Jibrii admitted for the 
first time that he was holding Hezi 
Shai. Until then Shai had been listed 
as missing in action. 

Speaking to newsmen in Geneva 
yesterday, Tamir revealed that Jibrii 
had been forced to admit that he 
held Shai. first because Israel held 
his nephew; second because Israel 
stopped Red Cross visits to Jibril’s 
men in Israeli prisons; and third, 
because Israel insisted that negotia- 
tions be for the release of three 
Israeli prisoners, and not just the 
two Jibrii bad already admitted be 
was holding. 

In Septemer last year negotiations 
with Jibrfl started in earnest. Jibrii at 
first demanded all the Ansar de- 
tainees and 1,187 more from Israeli 
prisons. IsraeL refused and submit- 
ted a list of 36 names that were 

“non-negotiable”. 

In February this year, Kreiskv 
induced Israel to agree to a com- 
promise and back down on 18 of the 
36. 

Jibrii finally agreed to protracted 
negotiations in Geneva from April 
15 through to April 22 this year, with 
final agreement being 'reached on 
April 22. 

The 1,150 prisoners released 
yesterday included 879 being held in 
Israeli prisons. 121 of Jibril’s men 
left over from previous Ansar ex- 
changes over the past two years, and 
150 men currently being held in 
Israel who had previously been in 
Ansar. 

Prisoners from the West Bank and 
Gaza were given the option of either 
returning to their homes, going to 
Syria or flying to Libya via Geneva. 
Two hundred and ninety-four chose 
to fly to Geneva, some 600 remained 
in the territories and in Israel prop- 
er, and 151 were due to be handed 
over to the Syrians via a Golan 
checkpost as the last Israeli prisoner 
is handed over in Geneva. 


Families await terrorists

BETHLEHEM. - Late yesterday 
afternoon a small crowd gathered 
opposite the military government 
headquarters here as relatives await- 
ed the arrival of 54 security prisoners 
who were to be released here late 
last night. 

On the second floor of the squat 
Tegart fort. District Commander 
Aluf-Mishne Haim Aviv smiled 
grimly as be and Bis staff listened to 
the first official announcement of the 
exchange. They began to discuss the 
implications of so many people with 
a “security past” walking around 
free in the area. 

Israel agreed to 879 security pris-' 
oners remaining inside Israel proper 
and in the West Bank and Gaza. 
Two hundred and ninety were re- 
leased from the central security pris- 
on in Nablus known locally as 
“Jneid,” a similar number from 
Ashkelon were sent home to Gaza 
and to Hebron. 


In the early hours of yesterday 
morning those due to be released 
from Jneid were sent there from 
various prisons thoughout the coun- 
try. Crowds of young people 
gathered on the streets of Nablus 
and began chanting nationalist slo- 
gans and songs, according to local 
residents. 

After being processed by prison 
personnel and International Red 
Cross who oversaw every stage of 
the process, a long wait began be- 
cause of the delay in transporting th£ 
Israeli PoWs to Geneva. The release 
here would only commence once the 
go-ahead was given from the Red 
Cross officials in Switzerland. 

Eventually, a little after 5 p.m.. 
the first taxis with prisoners -who 
were Nablus residents left the prison 
compound on the northern outskirts 
of the town. They were followed by 
12 Egged buses which left at inter- 
vals for various towns in the West 
Bank.

Wo justice,’ says widow on

TEKOA. - “There’s no justice in 
Israel," said Dorir Rosenfeld yester- 
day. on learning that her husband’s 
| jnurdereis were freed in the prisoner 
I Exchange. 

“The Arab wfll get out because of 
the political situation,” she told The 
Jerusalem Post, “while the Jew will 
sit in jail for 20 years because he has 
no political way out.” The law, she 
continued, “bends when it wants to 
bend.” 

Dorit's husband David, a caretak- 
er at the Herodian archeological site 
near Bethlehem, was stabbed to 
death in July 1982. He was 26. Two 
men from a village nearby, Rateb 
Abu Mohammed and Mohammed 


Ta’amra, were arrested soon after 
die killing. In July 1983, the two 
were convicted of murder by a milit- 
ary court and sentenced to life fan- - 
prisonment. 

Interviewed at her home in tins/ 
settlement not for from Bethlehem, 
Dorit said that she does not know 
how to tell her sons Daniel, 5, and 
Alexander, nearly 4, that their 
father’s killers are now free. If she . 
had known of the impending release, -- 
she said, she would have appealed to - 
the courts to prevent it. 

She learned of the impending re. ! 
lease only yesterday morning, when 
a reporter came to her home to seek 
her reaction. 

“This wfll only encourage other 
terrorists to kill Jews,” she said.

At the ceremony, wearing his 
doctorate black robe, the prime 
minister evoked an emotional ova- 
tion when he declared: “My heart 
and that of afl Israelis are tonight 
with the three released IDF prison- 
ers/’.. 

He stressed “the very difficult de- 
cisions” made by his government 
and its predecessor to bring the boys 
home, declaring “this is a clear re- 
flection of the high priority our soci- 
ety gives to humanitarian values." 

Then he added "my heart goes out 
to the families of the four soldiers 
still missing- we will not rest until we 
discover their whereabouts. " 

Peres also dwelt on the constant 
contact maintained by the govern- 
ment with the prisoners' families 
during their many months of difficult 
waiting. 

Many Knesset members yesterday 
condemned what they termed capi- 
tulation to extortionist demands, but 
others maintained that Israel did the 
humane thing and had no other 
choice. Reactions crossed party 
lines, with opponents and advocates 
of the deal coming from the right and 
the left alike.

Moda’i’s warning to MKs: 
approve decisions, or else

Finance Minister Moda’i yester- 
day warned coalition members in the 
Knesset Finance Committee not to 
delay legislation connected with the 
latest economic measures. 

"The government is short $1 bil- 
lion. Moda’i told them. “About $800 
million can be raised through the 
laws we want you to enact.” 

Admitting that a major share of 
the responsibility for the deficit is 
due to cabinet ministers' refusal to 
accept budget cuts, rather than to 
Knesset inaction, Moda’i warned: “I 
will not accept the role of scapegoat 
for the country’s economic ills. The 
bills I want you to approve are not 
proposals by Treasury officials, but 
decisions of the government." 

It was dear, Moda'i added, that 
political considerations among coali- 
tion members are stalling economic 
rehabilitation. However, Prime 
Minister Peres and he agreed that 
despite Education Minister Navon's 
adamant stand against budget cuts in 
his ministry, “something will de- 
finitely be done before the end of 
this month.” 

If the Finance Committee does 


not begin approving the needed leg- 
islation, Moda’i added, the “shock- 
ing” 19 per cent jump in the Con- 
sumer Price Index last month “will 
become the norm, and the economy 
will sink to the point of no return.” 


Ministers’ action on 
Ata sale postponed

Finance Minister Moda'i said 
yesterday that the economic mea- 
sures decided on by the cabinet on 
Sunday bad been determined by 
political, rather than economic, con- 
siderations. 

Making a government statement 
on economic affairs, Moda’i para- 
phrased the observation of one 
newspaper yesterday that neither 
the Alignment nor the Likud has an 
economic expert capable of grap- 
pling with the task. 

“Living as we do in a national 
unity government with such a broad 
coalition, the expert we should seek 
is a political wizard able to prevent 
the policy-makers from inciting the 
public.” 

If the government had been 
guided solely by economic wisdom, 
Moda’i said, it would have adopted 
one of two courses: it would have 
linked the shekel to some foreign 
currency or to a basket of foreign 
currencies, o^ it would have ended 
linkage with respect to wages, capit- 
al, and commercial commitments. 

But the government had decided 
that neither of those courses could 
be adopted for coalition and par- 
liamentary reasons, and even more 
on social grounds. Instead, it had 


chosen the way of gradual progress. 
Moda’i said. 

He said that the government has 
consistently rejected unemployment 
as an instrument for healing the 
economy. 

Moda'i said that a plan to fight 
black-market trading proposed by a 
minis terial committee and approved 
by the package-deal forum requires 
legislation and inter-ministerial 
arrangements, and has been delayed 
too long. He said that on Sunday the 
government appointed a ministerial 
committee to get the plan moving. 

On raising the travel tax to 3300, 
Moda’i said he was aware what a 
blow this would be for people who 
have been dreaming for years of a 
trip abroad. But imposing this levy 
for one season of foreign travel 
might obviate the need for even 
more stringent measures in future, 
be said. 

Former finance minister Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad (Likud-Herut) said in 
the debate that followed chat the 
argument is not one between the 
Likud and the Alignment but be- 
tween those who favour uncomfort- 
able measures and those who take 
"the easy way" of opposing them.

Shamir to make 
official visit 
to Britain

LONDON. - Foreign Minister Sha- 
mir is to make an official visit to 
Britain, it was announced here 
yesterday. He mil be a guest of 
British Foreign Secretary Sir Geof- 
frey Howe. It is believed be will stay 
on in London a few days longer for a 
private visit after completing his offi- 
cial programme, on June 3 and 4. 

Shamir will meet Prune Minister 
Thatcher and will have detailed talks 
with Howe on Middle Easr issues. 

While the detailed agenda has yet 
to be finalized, one of the topics 
likely to be aired will be the prob- 
lems Israel faces as a result of Spain's 
and Portugal’s accession to tbe EEC, 
especially the effect on Israel's agri- 
cultural exports. 

Britain recently hinted that its ban 
on military sales to Israel will be 
reviewed when the withdrawal from 
Lebanon has been completed. Sha- 
mir may well seek clarification on 
the matter during his discussions. 

Another subject that could appear 
on the agenda is Britain’s rejection 
of legislation to ban compliance by 
some British companies with the 
Arab trade boycott. 


Minister bans 
luxury offices 
for Bezek

Bezek, the public telecommunica- 
tions company, has decided to cancel 
plans to rent 13 storeys of the luxury 
Rassco Tower in Tel Aviv, following 
pressure- from Communications 
Minister Amnon Rubinstein. 

Tbe minis ter demanded the can- 
cellation after publicity about the $2 
million-a-year rental. Rubinstein 
told the Bezek directorate yesterday 
that it was not seemly for Bezek to 
rent such luxurious quarters, even 
though the offices would concen- 
trate in one bnilding a number of 
offices located around Tel Aviv. 

The minister also instructed Be- 
zek to postpone the purchase of 200 
new vehicles for Bezek technicians 
and other staffers. 

The minis ter had some praise for 
Bezek, however, saying that the 14 
information service is “working bet- 
ter now.” 

The “16” service - for reporting 
out of order phones - in Jerusalem 
and Ra'anana will soon be centrally 
computerized on an experimental 
basis in the hope that the system will 
be speeded up.

Drug bust 

A 19-YEAR-OLD woman soldier 
and a 17-year-old youth from Bnei- 
Brak were among 27 people arrested 
for drug-dealing in north Tel Aviv 
yesterday. 

The wide-scale arrests came after 
a year of police undercover work. 
The network they uncovered sup- 
plied drugs to youths, soldiers and 
north Tel Aviv bothemians.

Gould, a geologist and authority 
on the history of science, will speak 
on ''Darwinism and Its Modern Cri- 
tics” at 5 p.m. at the Mazer Building 
on the University's Givat Ram cam- 
pus. 

The JerusaJem-Harvard Lectures, 


funded by Harvard University under 
a special agreement with the Hebrew 
University, will be delivered by a 
Harvard scholar every other year. 

Policeman’s deal 

AN AWARD-winning policeman 
who told a prostitute he would re- 
lease her from detention if she had 
sexual relations with him will be 
dismissed if the inspector-general 
approves a recommendation to that 
effect made yesterday by a police 
court. 

The police disciplinary court in 
Petah Tikva also sentenced the 
policeman to a month in jail and six 
months suspended, despite his hav- 
ing won the Outstanding Policeman 
award to a Tel Aviv subdistrict in 
1983. 

The policeman told the court he 
had only meant to get information 
out of the prostitute. 

But the court ruled to favour of the 
prostitute's version. The woman, 
who had been a police informer 
before the incident, contacted the 
policeman’s commanding officer im- 
mediately after he released her and 
never had relations with him. 

Breach of trust 

AN EMPLOYEE who worked in a 
Bank Hamizrachi clearing house is 
suspected of haring swindled the 
bank out of IS63 million. 

The Ra'anana man, who was re- 
leased on bail yesterday by a Tel 
Aviv magistrates court, is suspected 
of having taken the interest of some 
of the banks open accounts for him- 
self over the past three years. 

A police investigator said the sus- 
pect was discovered by a fellow em- 
ployee and was then offered a share 
in the scheme. The colleague refused 
and told police of the matter. 


Skeleton, spears found near Megiddo 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
MISHMAR HA’EMEK. - A mem- 
ber of this kibbutz who has been 
digging at a nearby archeological site 
known as Abu Shusha recently disc- 
overed a skeleton of a military leader 
who may have died in the 1468 
B.C.E. battle of Megiddo. 

Amateur archeologist Micha 
Linn, who has been digging at Abu 
Shusha almost single-handedly for 
the past 10 years, found a skull 
surrounded by eight spears in a big 
cave at tbe site. Die skeleton prob- 
ably was that of an Egyptian fighter. 
In the battle of Megiddo. the Egyp- 
tians overcame a coalition of Caana- 
nites and Hittites after seven months 


of seige. Megiddo is a few kilometres 
south of Abu Shusha. 

Linn, who digs at the tel under the 
supervision of the regional inspector 
of archeology, said other finds at the 
site indicate it is the site of Gaba 
Hypon, the colony built by the Ro- 
mans for their demobilized soldiers, 
called Geva Parashim by the Heb- 
rews. The site, mentioned by 
Josephus, was an urban settlement 
during the reign of Herod the Great. 

Coins with the Greek inscription 
Gaba Hypon, oil lamps, shards, a 
mosaic floor, an olive press and 
masks of Dionysus and Aphrodite 
were also found at the site, Linn told 
reporters.

U.S. and Soviets resume trade talks 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The U.S. 
end the Soviet Union resumed top- 
level trade talks here yesterday after 
a hiatus of six years, with Moscow’s 
chief negotiator indicating that the 
restoration of trust is the key issue. 

The official Tass news agency 
quoted Foreign Trade Minister 
Nikolai Patolichev as saying: “the 
most important task in U.S.-Soviet 
trade relations is to restore the cli- 
mate of trust, without which no 
serious trade is possible.” 

U.S. Commerce Secretary Mal- 
colm Baldridge and Patolichev this 
morning chaired the first session of 
the Soviet-American Joint Trade 
Commission since December 1978. 


The talks, which began in 1972, 
were broken off due to tensions 
between Moscow and Washington 
over human-rights issues and the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
in December 1979. 

Baldridge was later received by 
Soviet Communist Party chief 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Photographers invited for the 
Kremlin meeting said Gorbachev 
chatted amiably with Baldridge 
through an interpreter before the 
two men began closed -door discus- 
sions. 

Western diplomats said the mere 
fact that the talks are taking place 


underscores the desire of both super- 
powers, to temper their standoff 
through -dialogue, despite con- 
tinuing differences over arms con- 
trol. 

PatoKchev noted the nearly S3 
billion Soviet deficit in trade with the 
U.S. and blamed it on Washington’s 
refusal to grant most-favoured na- 
tion (MFN) status to the Soviet Un- 
ion. 

The granting of MFN status nor- 
malizes trade between the U.S. and 
foreign countries, but Moscow bad 
been denied such status by U.S. 
legislation linking it to human-rights 
observance and Jewish immigration, 
which has slumped since 1979. 


Witness comes out of hiding 
to testify at Aquino trial 


MANILA, Phillipines (AP). - A 
third witness came out of hiding 
yesterday and gave evidence sug- 
gesting that opposition leader Benig- 
no Aquino was shot on an airport 
stairway, where only soldiers could 
have killed him . 

Defence lawyers at the trial of 26 
men charged with the August 21, 
1983, assassination, raised doubts 
about the testimony of Olivia Reyes 
Antimano, who said she did not see 
anyone behind Aquino after she 
heard the fatal shot. Aquino was 
shot in the back of the head. 

Antimano, 21, bad been in hiding 
for more than a year when a team of 
Local reporters found her two weeks 
ago in a hill town south of Manila. 
She was working as a private security 
guard at Manila Airport wben 
Aquino was assassinated on his re- 


turn from exile in the U.S. 

She quit her job after she testified 
before a fact-finding board last year. 

Prosecution lawyers said she had 
been moving from one bouse to 
another since then in fear of her life. 

The three-month-old trial has cen- ' 
tred on where Aquino was shot. The 
prosecution says it happened on the 
stairway leading down from the jet- 
way. The military, which has ack- 
nowledged that only soldiers were 
with Aquino on the stairs, says it 
happened on the tarmac and that an 
outside gu nman , alleged Communist 
agent Rolando Galman, shot 
Aquino. Soldiers gunned down Gal- 
man after Aquino fell. 

Armed forces chief Gen. Fabian 
Ver, 24 other soldiers and a civilian 
are charged with the murders of 
Aquino and Galman. 


Tamil rebels hit back, killing 2 policemen 


COLOMBO (AP). - Tamil separat- 
ists yesterday shot dead two Sri 
Lankan policemen guarding a vital 
bridge at the entrance to Polonnar- 
uwa, an andent dty in the north 
central province, police said. 

A third policeman in a guard room 
at one end of the bridge was wound- 
ed by the guerrillas. A week before, 
a group of rebels killed nearly 150 
dvilians at Anuradhapura. another 
ancient dty southwest of Poloonar- 
uwa. 

First reports said there also had 
been attempts to damage the road 
and rail bridge spanning the 
Mahaweli river at Manampitiya, but 
details were not immediately avail- 
able. 

The government continued to 


deny that police commandos belong- 
ing to the para-mflitaiy special task 
force had killed a large number of 
young guerrilla suspects Friday in 
the eastern province. But local resi- 
dents. some T amil offidals and 
members of civic groups in the area 
claimed there had been “execu- 
tions.” 

One local offidal said people in 
the area reported that up to 40 young 
men had been killed and buried’but a 
citizen’s committee leader said the 
death toll could run as high as 60. 

With guerrilla attacks against dvi- 
lians mounting, a newspaper quoting 
“high-ranking government sources” 
said dvilians will be armed 'and 
trained to defend themselves.

White nurse stoned 
near JoTjurg 

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A 
white woman was critically injured 
yesterday when a mob of blacks 
hauled her out of her car and pelted 
ber with stones. South Pretoria 
police said. 

Nurse G.A. de Lange, 51, was 
travelling to work on a road skirting 
the township of Duduza. east of 
Johannesburg, wben the incident 
occurred, the statement said. 

After assaulting De Lange, the 
crowd of blacks overturned her car 
and set it alight before policemen 
moved in to disperse them. There 
were no arrests, the statement said. 

She was the third white casualty 
since nationwide unrest began in 
February last year which has claimed 
the lives of well over 400 blacks. 

A police spokesman in Pretoria 
said later that the charred body of a 
black man was found on Sunday at 
Port Alfred in the Eastern Cape. He 
said the circumstances of the death 
were unkn own. 

Meanwhile, South African-led 
security forces shot and killed 27 
black Namibian nationalist guerril- 
las over the weekend, tbe South 
West Africa Territory force said 
yesterday. 


‘Star Wars’ an 
opportunity 

for Europe, 
says Kohl 

STUTTGART (Reuter). - West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
said yesterday President Reagan's 
Strategic Defence Initiative (SDI) is 
a gamble which complicates arms 
control, but is also an opportunity to 
which Europe must respond. 

“SDI also known as “Star Wars” 
constitutes both an opportunity and 
a gamble. We cannot predict today 
whether it will prove to be an 
alternative means of preventing 
war,” he said in a speech to Nato 
parliamentarians here. 

Kohl stressed that he sees the U.S.

Boston appealed to tbe Soviet gov- 
ernment to allow them to make a 
phone call to the Sakharovs today. 

There was no sign that Soviet 
authorities would allow a call. 

Sakharov, now in Gorky, was sent 
into internal exile in 1981 for his 
dissident activities. 

According to Sakharov’s son-in- 
law Efrem Yankeievich. the family 
has received reports from two inde- 
pendent sources that Sakharov be- 
gan his hunger strike on May 11. 

The reports of a hunger strike 
came as Sakharov was about to cele- 
brate his 64th birthday today. 

According to famil y members, tbe 
Soviet government has now cat ah 


links between the Sakharovs and tbe 
outside. 

Soviet authorities also demanded 
that longtime Sakharov famflyfriend 
Irina Kristi leave the Soviet Union. 
She is expected to leave this week for 
Vienna. 

Kristi had revealed that Sakharov 
had begun a hunger strike last year 
to force authorities to allow his wife 
to leave for tbe West for medical 
treatment. 

After telling western reporters of 
the hunger strike, Kristi was put 
under house arrest. 

Sakharov’s hunger strike last year

Fire still raging 
across Florida 

MIAMI (Reuter). - A 15-kilometre- 
wide wall of flame threatened hun- 
dreds of expensive homes near Day- 
tona Beach yesterday as firefighters 
across Honda fought the worst fire 
disaster in the state’s history . 

State offidals said firefighters and 
National Guard troops have con- 
tained most of the 60 major fires that 
devoured more than 140,000 acres 
(560,000 dunams) of bone-dry coun- 
tryside over the weekend. 

1 - But three giant blazes raged out of 
too trol along the state's ' populous 
northeast coast.. 

The fires have already killed two 
firefighters, forced the evacuation of 
thousands of residents, incinerated 
about 200 homes and severely dam- 
aged 400 others.- 

The wind-whipped blazes scor- 
ched vast stretches of swamp, brush 
and timberiand from the Georgia 
border 560 kilometres south to foe 
Everglades. 


- Singing chil- 
dren and stern police nurses with 
disease specimens under micro- 
scopes turned out on Peking's streets 
yesterday to shame citizens into spit- 
ting into spittoons instead of on the 
ground. 

Thousands of health workers and 
nursery school children set up stalls 
at street corners, with anti-spitting 
slogans about health and courtesy. 

Offenders were reprimanded by 
toddlers who were instructed to say: 
“Unde (or Auntie), please pay 
attention to your health and that of 
other people.” 

Tbe children, wearing bright 
clothes and bows, recited rhymes 
and' songs against casual hawking 
and spitting, a habit cherished by 
Pekingers as a remedy for the wind- 


borne dust which sweeps across the 
dty from the northwest. 

At the comer opposite the Work- 
ers' Stadium, where rioting Chinese 
soccer fans spat on foreigners after 
China’s World Cap soccer defeat by 
Hongkong Sunday, two nurses 
showed specimens of sputum- 
transmitted disease under a micro- 
scope. 

In Peking, a spitter is liable to an 
on-the-spot penalty of 50 fen (13 
cents). 

Communist Party Chief Hu 
Yaobang was deeply impressed by 
Japanese courtesy during a recent 
visit to Tokyo, which' led him to 
champion tbe current campaign for 
“socialist spiritual dvihzation,” di- 
plomats said. 


Shots end Berlin Wall escape bid 


BERLIN ( AP). - East German bor- 
der guards were spotted carrying a 
body away from their side of the 
Berlin Wall early yesterday after 
shots were fired in the area. West 
Berlin police said. 

The police said they believed the 
victim had attempted to escape over 
the wall wben he was shot at about 6 
a.m. local time. 

The barrage of bullets was heard 
by citizens in the Spandau sector of 
West Berlin, who called police. They 
arrived at the wall in time to spot a 
limp body lying on the ground and 
watched as East German border

Four police

BELFAST (Reuter). - Four police 
officers were killed in Northern Ire- 
land yesterday when republican ter- 
rorists detonated a massive land- 
mine under their annourplated pat- 
rol car, police said. 

The four officers, one a woman, 
died instantly in the explosion near 
the border with the Irish Republic. 

Police said the Irish Republican 
Army, which is fi ghting to end Brit- 
ish rule in the province, claimed 
responsibility for the attack on the 
main Belfast to Dublin road near the- 
town of Newry. 

It was the second IRA attack on 
security forces in Newry this year. In 
February, nine police officers were 
killed when IRA guerrillas fired 
mortars at the canteen of the town’s 
police station. 

Police at tbe scene said the patrol 
car was parked just north of the 
border waiting to act as armed escort 
to a rivflian security van which car- 
ries laige sums of cash across the 
border once a week. 

James Molyneaux, leader of tbe 
offical Unionist party which wants 
the province to remain part of Bri- 
tain, said the attack was “an atroc- 
ity,” timed after the recent municip- 
al elections in Ulster, as a challenge 
to the London government. 


Police hunt for forger 
of Euro-Cup tickets 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Belgian 
police are looking for a forger who 
sold an Italian travel agency 2,500 
false (tickets for next week’s Euro- 
pean Cup soccer final between 
Liverpool and Juventus, justice offi- 
cials said. 

They said the agency yesterday 
agreed to withdraw the tickets, 
valued at $83,000, after soccer offi- 
cials found they were not genuine.

Exchange without precedent 

David Eichardsonlooks at yesterday’s release of 1,150 security prisoners and the likely effects in the territories 


held at the Ansar camp in Southern 
Lebanon. More that 1,000 of the 
Palestinian prisoners were flown to 
Algiers. All were members of Yasser 
Arafat's Fatah organization. At the 
' time, it was argued that the impend- 
ing danger to the six detainees his 
men were holding in the beleagured 
northern Lebanese port of Tripoli, 
where they were being attacked by 
Syrian-backed PLO rebels, justified 
the steep price Israel had to pay. 

Among those not released were 
some 130 of Ahmed Jibril’s Popular 
Front for the liberation of Palestine 
- General Command. The FFLP- 
GC was known to be holding two 
Israeli PoWs - Yossi Grof and Nis- 
sim Salem. Subsequently, it was 
learned that Jibril was also holding a 
third Israeli soldier- Hezi Shai. 

The PFLP-GC people held at 
Ansar were transferred to the 
maximum-security Atlit camp; 
they included Jibril’s nephew. 

Ahmed .fibril's PFLP-GC is one of 
the smallest and most extreme of the 
organizations included under the 
now nominal umbrella of the PLO. 
A former Syrian army officer, Jibril 
set up bis own rival organization 
after splitting off from George 
Habash’s more ideologically doctri- 
naire Popular Front for the libera- 
tion of Palestine in 1968. 

The PFLP-GC, always known as 
an activist rather than an ideological 
organization, has never numbered 
more than a few hundred people and 
has always been under strong Syrian 
influence and control. It was prom- 
inent in the Syrian-fostered rebellion 
by Fatah officers in Lebanon against 
Yasser Arafat. 

Among their most notorious acts 
of terrorism in Israel were the 
attacks on Kibbutz Shamir, Kiryat 
Shmona and the machine-gunning of 
the children’s bus at Moshav Avi- 
vim all in Galilee. 

Jftbril’s price 

THE PREVIOUS Israeli govern- 
ment failed to maintain a link be- 
tween the exchange of six Syrian- 
held PoWs and those held by Jibril 
which led indirectly to yesterday's 
unprecedented emptying of Israel's 
security prisons. The six Israelis held 
by Syria were returned for 291 Sy- 
rian PoWs and 20 Golan Druse 
security detainees. This left Jibril 
free to demand and extract the high- 
est price Israel has ever paid in such a 
situation.

Arrangements in the prisons 
AS SOON as the agreement had 
been tentatively concluded between 
Israel and Jibril, the more than 2,000 
security prisoners and detainees held 
in the country began to learn that 
□early half of their number were to 
, be set free. 

The prisoners were informed indi- 
vidually by Red Cross representa- 
tives in each prison. Identities were 
carefully checked, including tbe use 
of fingerprinting, before those to be 
released were separated and given 
special tags on their prison garb 
indicating their status. 

One Syrian-born prisoner, 
already serving a life sentence for 
infiltration and terrorism, was facing 
■ charges of murdering a suspected 
collaborator among the inmates of 
the Jenin prison. Two weeks ago, 
after rumours of the impending re- 
lease had swept through the prisons, 
he suddenly changed his plea before 
the Ram all ah military court. He 
admitted the murder and was con- 
victed and sentenced in order that 
the technical obstacle of still pending 
proceedings would not prevent Mm 
. from being aboard one of the planes 
to Geneva yesterday. 

Prisoners were released from tbe 
main security prison at Nablus 
known as Jneid, from the maximum 
security prisons of Ramie and 
' Nafha, from Ansar and from various 
towns in the West Bank. The Neve 
Tirza women's prison has almost 
been emptied of security offenders 
with tbe release of 21 of its inmates. 
Most of these women were serving 
terms of under ten years. The more 
serious woman offenders had 
already been released in previous 
exchanges. 

One of the galling concessions 
Israel had to swallow was a letter 
sent to each prison from Jibril to the 
B “militant brothers and comrades:” 

■I “The PFLP-GC’s members, 
a cadres and leadership present their 
revolutionary compliments to every 
militant in his name, highly appreci- 
ate your heroic struggles, admire 
your long-s tandin g patience, your 
sufferings and pains inside the jails, 
would like to convey the tiding of 
your impending liberation and re- 
lease. 

“After very tiring efforts of nego- 
tiations with the intercession of the 
respective IGRC as wdl as the Aus- 
strian mediation in order to release 
(879) militants from our sons jailed 
in the inside prisons in addition to 
(121) militants in Atlit (I) jail, and 
(150) militants in Atlit (II), although 
the PFLP-GC was and still has been 
craving to release all our militants. 

“The PFLP-GC vows to do its best 
to release those who will not be listed 
in the prisoners exchange process as 
soon as possible." 

Jibril insisted that committees be 
set up in each prison to coordinate 
the release with ICRC officials. The 
committees were charged with 
verifying tbe identities of those bang 
released with lists he included in the 
letter sent to each prison specifically 
“in the case of any attempts to 
conceal some of the militants, or to 
replace some names with others.” 

(In the previous exchange with the 
Fatah Israel was charged with substi- 
tuting some of those originally de- 
manded with less serious offenders 


with similar names and, in the most 
celebrated case, of concealing cue of 
the most wanted prisoners, Ziad 
Abu Ain from the ICRC officials 
checking lists and identities on the 
planes at Ben-Gurion Airport in the 
confusion. Israel was sharply cen- 
sured for its duplicity by the interna- 
tional organization, which 
threatened to withold its good 
offices.) 

Hie various committees set up in 
the 11 prisons were instructed to set 
up one committee when all met at 
the Jneid staging point under the 
leadership of Sheikh ‘ Mohammed 
Abu Tair. 

Anticipation in the territories 
THE RELEASE of a large number 
of security prisoners has been some- 
thing of an open secret in the terri- 
tories for tbe past three weeks. 
Lawyers who represent some of the 
prisoners learned from them that 
their legal services might soon be- 
come irrelevant, and the news was 
conveyed to the families. 

Soon after the lawyers' visits and 
the regular family visits to the pris- 
ons were stopped . but Jibril's list was 
obtained from other sources and was 
made available to the families and 
others in the lawyer's offices and in 
the newsrooms of East Jerusalem 
papers. Red Cross officials in the 
territories remained dose-mouthed. 

Every day famili es and village rep- 
resentatives would besiege these 
offices to scan the nine-page list. In 
almost every case their reaction was 
disbelief and amazement that Israel 
would agree to releasing such a large 
number of prisoners and to having so 
many of them remain in the country. 

A committee headed by a former 
security prisoner, who served ten 
years, has been active on behalf of 
the prisoners for several years, and it 
too was a source of information. The 
head of the committee, also sur- 
prised by the terms Israel had agreed 
to, remarked: “If they could agree to 
this, then maybe there will be 
peace.” 

Jibril's success in extorting such'a 
successful deal from die Israelis is 
also seen in the territories as major 
blow to Yasser Arafat's prestige. 
Fatah circles in the territories have 
strangely stressed that both they and 
the government have an interest in 
playing down the entire story. 

At the same time there is concern 
about the safety of so many prison- 
ers, some of them notorious, who 
have chosen to remain in Israel or 
the territories. Vengeance from the 
settlers and from the families of the 
victims ^ anticipated. There is also 
talk of settiing of scores amona the 
trnnatwc Themsel ves and with people 
they suspect of providing informa- 
tion that lead to their arrests. 

Terrorists released 
THE 1,150 men and women freed 
yesterday included: 

□ Daud Turki, 57, a Haifa book- 
seller who was sentenced to 17 years 
in 1973, together with his recently 
released Jewish accomplice, Ehud 
Atfiv, for heading a pro-Syrian spy 
ring. 

□ Adnan Kleihal and Subhi Naara- 
ni, both from Galilee villages, who 
were sentenced to life terms for then- 
part in the Hebrew University- 
National Library cafeteria bombing 
in 1969 in which 28 people were 
injured, some of them seriously. The 


Arab woman student who actually 
planted the bomb, Miriam Shahs hir, 
was released in an exchange in 1978. 

□ Kozo Okamoto, perhaps tbe 
most notorious of all the terrorists 
Israel has ever held. He was sent- 
enced to multiple life terms for his 
role in the machine-gun and grenade 
attack on arriving passengers at Lod 
Airport in 3972 in which 27 people 
died. Two of his accomplices in the 
radical Marxist Japanese Red Army 
faction wens killed in the attack. In 
prison he has been confined to a 
solitary cell and has adopted Islam, 
Judaism and Christianity while in 
prison. At one stage be tried to 
circumsise himself with a pail clip- 
per. 

□ Abdallah Daud Jalcmd, a major 
in the Fatah and commander of its 
naval operations. He was in com- 
mand of an attempt to rocket and 
blow up Eilat from a Greek freigh- 
ter, the Dimitries in 1978. The boar 
had been fitted with Katyusha rocket ' 
launchers by Syrian agents in Lata- 
kiva, and the ship's hold was packed 
with four tons of dynamite. He was 
sentenced to 25 years. Jaloud is 
married to an Egyptian journalist 
and originally comes from Kalkitya 
in the West Bank. 

□ Ahmad and Rubhi Sharabati, a 
father and son team from Jerusalem 
who drafted a Jewish drug smuggler, 
Yosef “Jo-Jo” Nidam. into their ring 
to smuggle hundreds of kilos of high- 
quality plastic explosive from the 
Lebanese bolder near Mt. Hermon 
to Jerusalem. They planned a 50-kho 
car-bomb attack in Jerusalem in 
1978 but were stopped on their way 
down from Mt. Scopus. Another 
member of their ring, Nour e-Din 
Ja'abari, was the son of the late 
former mayor of Hebron, Sheik Ah’ 
al Ja'abari. Ahmad is said to be the 
oldest inmate of the security prisons, 
o Jabriz Mohamed Kawasmi of 
Hebron was sentenced to several life 
terms, totalling 260 years, for a 
series of murders and attacks on 
soldiers and tourists in the Hebron 
area. He was active between 1969 
and 1971 and was a leader of a PFLP 
cell in the area. 

□ Ahm ad Zmurid. of Jerusalem 
left a car bomb opposite the Mahane 
Yehuda market in Jerusalem in 
November 1968. The explosion kil- 
led 15 people and left some 50 in- 
jured. He was arrested in 1970. 

□ Louis Nafa Abdo was arrested at 
Lod Airport in 1975 as he tried to 
plant a bomb there with Ahmad 
Yaish. He was sentenced to 22 years. 
Recruited into the Fatah while a 
student in Beirut, he underwent 
training in Lebanon and then, 
together with his father, a Nablus 
horse dealer, smuggled explosives 
and detonators over the Jordan 
bridges inside harnesses. 

□ Salrir Ilyas Nazal was sentenced 
to life in 1975 for planting a bomb 
under a Rehovot house while study- 
ing agronomy at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity faculty 'iff the city.' A Ramal- 
lah resident, be had been awarded a 
military government scholarship. He 
set up a Fatah cell and initiated 16 
attacks. 

□ Muhammad Shubaki. Omar al 
Harub and Hassan Khamis, those 
remaining in prison from the group 
who attacked Jewish settlers outside 
Beit Hadassah in Hebron in May 
1980, killing six. 

□ Mahmoud Makusi, arrested in 
Kenya for planning a rocket attack 
on an El AJ plane. He was arrested 
together with two West Germans 
who have already been released. 

Others include those responsible 
for attacks tin the EOat-Ashkelon 
pipeline, an attempted attack on tbe 
Haifa refineries and an attack on tbe 
Dodge plant in Nazareth in 1969.

Tax relief for industry seen 
as step in the right direction

TEL AVIV. - Reducing income tax 
payments for productive workers 
and productive enterprises is a step 
in the right direction. The problem is 
that it is a very small step, according 
to Yorarii Radoshitzky, head of the 
Emek Textile Works, and a pres- 
idium member of the Manufacturers 
Association. 

"What we industrialists would like 
to see is a huge leap forward, so that 
every boy and girl leaving the army 
will automatically see their future in 
the productive field, rather than in 
the services, in trade or in the finan- 
cial sector. We would like the youth 
of the country, and every one of 
those rooted in their present non- 
productive jobs, to think seriously 
about making the switch.” 

However. Radoshitzky thought 
that the 10% reduction on the first 
50% of income tax paid by workers, 
and the 5% reduction for the owners 
of productive undertakings "would 
not have the desired effect, ft is 
peanuts." 

He would like to see the entire 
system, “now that we have made a 
minor breakthrough,' 1 based on a 
different approach, namely exports. 

If a company exports 80% of its 
production, then the workers should 


get an 80% reduction in their income 
tax. Plant owners should get half the 
percentage of the workers, that is, 
they would get a 40% reduction in 
their income tax. 

This would revitalize industrial ex- 
ports, he said. It would send produc- 
tion soaring, and allow plant owners 
to again become competitive in fore- 
ign markets, since their production 
costs would drop. 

His definition of a productive 
worker was "anybody who earned 
foreign currency, in agriculture, 
manufacturing or tourism.” Within 
this broad category there would be 
no subdivisions. For example, the 
clerk who works in a factory or the 
worker who cleans the floors, contri- 
bute just as much to the productive 
process as the man actually feeding 
raw materials into a machine. 

Asked if it was not true that eveiy 
time one sector of the economy got 
something, other sectors, including 
the non-productive ones, would be 
out on strike the next day to demand 
equality and justice, Radoshitzky 
said, "we will have to fight this 
trend. After all , the civil service lives 
off the productive sector, not the 
other way around. If the productive 
sector collapses, then everything will j 

go”

Fair forint’! industrial projects

TEL AVTV. - The first large-scale 
effort in Israel to bring together 
investors, entrepreneurs and people 
with potential industrial projects will 
take place on May 28 and 29 at the 
ZOA House here. The International 
Industrial Projects Fair was orga- 
nized by Ohad Kariv. of Tel Aviv, 
who noted that 50 companies will 
display about 35,000 projects. 

“All of the projects are on paper, 
some are only ideas, others are folly 
worked out plans with estimates of 
the cost of setting up production 
lines.” One U.S. firm, Dvorkovitz & 
Associates, of Florida, has by itself 
sent over several thousand projects. 

Kariv pointed out that similar 
events abroad had shown tbat only 
one per cent of the projects prove 
commercially feasible. “We hope 
that of ail the ideas and projects 


offered, about 35 will be bought and 
put into production." 

Kariv was critical of development 
towns, “which while crying out for. 
new industrial ideas, failed to par- 
ticipate in the fair. Also some of the 
R&D departments of local universi- 
ties refused to participate - either 
because they have not done much 
with the research funds they re- 
ceived. or because they prefer to 
offer their ideas abroad." Our of the 
35,001) projects, only 500 were sub- 
mitted by Israelis. 

The fair is under the auspices of 
Gad Ya'acobi. Minister of Economy 
and Planning. Ministry director- 
general Ehud Gera yesterday 
pointed out that Ya'acobi himself 
was active in "Operation Independ- 
ence." a scheme looking for alterna- 
tive routes to bring foreign investors 
and Israeli entrepreneurs together. 

Prof. Baruch Raz. director of the 
interdisciplinary Center for Tech- 


nological Analysis and Forecasting, 
said that “the future is changing 
every five or seven years. Industrial 
projects which were suitable for to- 
day's needs, will be outdated and 
old-fashioned within that period.” 

He added that the time is not far 
distant, when due to robotics and 
electronics only two to four per cent 
of the population will be directly 
engaged in industrial production.” 
He noted that today, while the 
Israeli worker produced goods 
worth between S50.000 and 580,000 
a year, his Japanese counterpan, 
due to robotics and electronic super- 
visor!. was producing five times that | 
much. 

Any country which marks time in 
a world which is constantly renewing 
its industrial procedures will soon be 
left behind. 

Admission to the fair is IS50.000, 
and each exhibitor paid $500 for the 
right to participate. 


Syria makes effort to expand 
its stagnant tourism industry 


Three U.S. banks cut prime rate to 10% 


NEW YORK (AP). - More big 
U.S. A. banks cut their prime rates 
to 10% yesterday, joining a move 
begun last week to drop the key 
business lending rate to its lowest 
level in 6V* years. 

Morgan Guaranty Trust Co., the 
cation's fifth-largest bank. No. 6, 
Chemical Bank and No. 9. First 
National Bank of Chicago, all 
announced cuts from 10.5%. 

The change in the prime, the first 
since mid-January, was initiated last 
Wednesday by Bankers Trust Co. of 
New York, the eighth-largest bank. 

On Friday, No. 2, Citibank and 
No. 3, Chase Manhattan Bank, fol- 
lowed suit after the Federal Reserve 
Board lowered its lending rate to 
banks and other fin an rial, institu- 
tions to 7.5%, the lowest level in 


more than six years. 

The central bank said it was cut- 
ting its discount rate because of 
“relatively unchanged output for 
some time in the industrial sector of 
the economy, stemming heavily 
from rising imports and a strong 
dollar.’’ 

According to government figures, 
the U.S. economy turned in an ane- 
mic growth of 1.3% during the first 
three months of this year, the 
slowest pace since the end of the last 
recession. 

In recent weeks, a variety of in- 
terest rates have been coming down, 
in part because of a belief in financial 
markets that the Federal Reserve 
would be forced to ease credit condi- 
tions as a way of providing momen- 
tum to a weak economy. 


Large inflation rise troubles Thatcher 


LONDON (Reuter). - Inflation in 
Britain jumped to an annual rate of 
6.9% in April, dealing Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher a new blow in 
a week that has already seen a slump 
in her opinion poll standing and a 
challenge from within her own party. 

The new rate announced by the 
Employment Ministry compares 
with an annual rate of 6.1% in March 


and is the highest since October 
1982. Five months ago annual price 
growth was 4.6%. 

Thatcher’s Conservative Party 
government has made a priority of 
fighting inflation and the April fi- 
gures wen? certain to give fuel to the 
Labour opposition and to a new 
group of Conservative critics of her 
policies. 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). - Syria is 
opening up to the outside world in 
the hope of attracting lucrative tour- 
ism. but travel industry executives 
say it must resolve several problems 
before it can become a major region- 
al tourist destination. 

Boasting the world's oldest capital 
city. Christian and Moslem shrines 
and traces of civilizations dating 
back 12,000 years, Syria's rich herit- 
age is attracting increasing numbers 
of visitors from Europe, Japan and 
North America. 

But hotel and airline executives 
say whether the tourists keep coming 
depends on cutting bureaucracy, im- 
proving services and changing 
Syria's image of a nation caught up in 
war. 

Conceding that problems exist. 
Tourism Minister Nawras Al-Daqr 
says Syria's tourist industry is still in 
its infancy but that there are bright 
prospects. “Tourism is a very recent 
development in Syria. We only 
opened this ministry in 1972." 

Tourism accounts for about 3% of 
Syria’s national income, he said. He 
gave no figures, but Syria's gross 
national product is around S16.5 
billion, which would mean income 
from tourism of around $500 mil- 
lion. 

President Hafez Assad opened the 
tourism drive in the 1970s by author- 
izing funds to build two five-star 
hotels, owned by the ministry but 
managed by western chains. A third 
major hotel was built by Damascus 
municipality and Syrian investors. .!*. . 


Daqr said his ministry had offered 
incentives to encourage private- 
sector development of resorts on the 
Mediterranean and in mountains 
northeast of Damascus. 

Most of Syria's tourists come from 
Arab countries or Iran, which sent 
more than 160,000 visitors last year. 

Travel executives said news re- 
ports of Syria's military presence in 
Lebanon, its protracted confronta- 
tion with Israel and sabre-rattling 
outbursts against neighbouring Iraq 
and Jordan often gave outsiders the 
mistaken impression that the whole 
country was a military zone. 

. Other problems they cited include 
bad relations with big Western air- 
lines, poor service at major Damas- 
cus hotels and a requirement that all 
visitors on entry exchange S100 at a 
rate of 8.25 Syrian pounds to the 
dollar. On the black market Syrian 
pounds trade at between 11 and 12 to 
the dollar. 

British Airways has not served 
Damascus since October 1983, be- 
cause of what Daqr described as “a 
delay in the transfer cf revenues 
from Syria.” But he said officials of 
the airline arrived in Damascus last 
month to discuss the problem, and 
he hoped British Airways would re- 
sume flights soon.

Bolivia’s annual 
rate of inflation is currently 8.200% .

on two grounds. Bejski and most of 
the other members attacked what 
they considered the conceptual flaw 
in the stategy - why (fid the Treasuiy 
insist on having the banks’ agree- 
ment before doing anything about 
the regulation, when the banks were 
determined to carry on with it?

Tbe first argument was basically a 
refinement and summary of the dis- 
cussion that the commission had 
already held with Sadan. It centred 
on one question: 

Why were you insistent on having 
the banks’ agreement before acting 
against the share regulation? 

Aridor's answer was that had 
agreement not been acbeived. there 
would have been a confrontation 
between the banks and the Treasuiy . 
So what? It would have been in 
public, was the answer, and the 
reasons behind the row would have 
leaked out and touched off a panic 
and a collapse - which was what he 
was trying to avoid. 

“Imagine a scenario in which tbe 
banks were ordered to stop regulat- 
ing- and refused. Then I would” have 
a public clash with them and say 
‘although you have been regulating 
since 1977 and nothing's happened 
yet, I don’t believe it can carry on.' 
Then everyone at home and abroad 
would hear that the finance mini ster 
has no confidence in the banks’ man- 
agement. What would I do? Say to 
them 4 1 don’t have confidence - but 
you should.' That is why it had to 
be kept quiet,” was Aridor’s line. 

“Even after the event," he added, 
“if I had to do it again, I would 
decide the same thing, tbe risks were 
too great.'

TEL AVIV. - All the trends were 
stood on their heads yesterday in the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, as the 
market reacted fo the failure of the 
government to enact any meaningful 
changes in economic policy in its 
marathon session on Sunday. 

Shares gained ground strongly, 
while doUar-linked “arrangement” 
bank shares slumped heavily. In the 
regular index- and dollar-linked 
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bond market things were even worse 
as the rises of the last two days gave 
way to sharp falls. 

Volume in the bond market was 
back above IS3.5 billion yesterday, 
and the expansion was a simple re- 
flection of the detennination to sell. 

The enormous jumps in prices 
over the previous two sessions - 
when the bond market reacted to the 
unexpected April index - were die 
perfect background for the counter- 
wave of selling triggered by dis- 
appointment that large price’ rises 
were not announced by the govern- 
ment yesterday. 

Regular profit-taking would have 
been jn evidence soon enough. 
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ably be a clash? You could say that 
regulation is unhealthy and must be 
stopped - that’s not lack of confi- 
dence. 

Aridor: “If I say tbe regulation is 
bad, it means there is a gap between 
the market prioe and the real value 
of the shares - and that I couldn’t 
say.”

posits in Israeli banks in Israel and 
abroad. 

The Treasury position paper, its 
reply to the draft of the original draft 
of tiie State Comptroller’s report, 
Sadan and now Aridor, publicly con- 
firmed what the bankers and the 
Bank of Israel had only been pre- 
pared to discuss wth the commission 
behind dosed doors - that the sup- 
reme threat to the Israeli economy 
was - and remains - a run on pacoh 
deposits in Israel and other deposits 
abroad. 

In fact, all these sources note that 
it was the reports of one or more 
bankers on October 6, 1983. that 
ptuah money had begun to leave 
Israel, that moved Aridor to change 
bis tack and stop the regulation, shut 
the stock exchange and agree to 
devalue - something that Sadan tes- 
tified he was still opposed to cn 
October 4. 

This threat was what made Aridor 
shy away from taking on the banks in 
pubfic over their regulation policy, 
which he knew and accepted to be 
potentially disastrous - said Sadan 
and Aridor in turn. Thai was why 
they had to have agreement from the 
banks.

THE RELEASE by Israel yesterday of more than 1.100 
•terrorists, including some of the worst killers, in exchange for 
the three Israeli soldiers held since 1982 by Ahmed Jibril’s 
radical terrorist group was most aptly characterized by Shmuel 
Tamir who conducted the arduous negotiations. 

AH Israelis, he said, cannot but have ambivalent feelings 
about the exchange: anger, resentment and concern about the 
release of murderers of men, women and children, and relief 
that the three Israeli soldiers have been freed from captivity. 
And there can be no mixing of the two responses. 

It is. of course . not the first time that Israel has agreed to such 
a grotesque imbalance in numbers, trading hundreds, some- 
times thousands, in exchange for one. That is no longer 
unusual. But the murderous records of many of those released 
yesterday makes thisexchange grotesquely unique. Moreover a 
good many of them have been freed to their homes in the West 
Bank. Gaza and Israel proper. That too was a condition 
without which the exchange would not have taken place. 

Jibri! and his Popular Front group, supported by Syria, will 
seek to make the most of this event, turning it into a political 
triumph against Yasser Arafat. And in the West Bank and 
Gaza the release of hundreds of terrorists will be perceived as a 
nationalist triumph. 

Meanwhile, Israelis, apprised only last night about this secret 
operation, weeks in the making, were left to ponder in sober 
terms the implications and consequences of the price that Israel 
was compelled to pay to save its three boys incarcerated for so 
long. 

More of the same 

FACED WITH the April price index, the government was 
shocked into action on Sunday. Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
banged the table, and ultimately obtained a new package of 
economic “measures.” 

It is futile to examine each of the various measures on its 
merits. They represent a mixed bag of unrelated remedies, 
either addressed to the balance of payments problem or 
intended to mop up purchasing power. 

Neither the doubling of the travel tax nor higher purchase 
taxes on imported durables will perceptively improve our 
foreign payments position. And neither the quadrupling of 
rents in Amidar flats, nor the increase in value added tax. nor 
even the complete abolition of the subsidies on basic products 
and public transport will mop up purchasing power. 

What these measures will actually do is drive inflation up 
another rung on the ladder, where it will somehow become 
tolerable. Locked in on a gradualist approach to combating 
inflation, all past Israeli governments have shrunk from any 
policy designed to stop inflation in its tracks. The present 
government is no exception. 

Being unable - indeed, unwilling - to adopt a policy that 
would put an end to inflation, successive governments have 
been forced to take short-term action to improve the balance of 
payments through devaluations and raising government- 
controlled prices. The result has always been to raise inflation 
still higher and, eventually, create a new balance-of-payments 
crisis. It is no different this time. 

There is no doubt that the government missed a golden 
opportunity when the first, and so far only successful, package 
deal was worked out which included a substantial waiver of the 
cost-of-living allowance by the wage-earners, coming on top of 
a sharp erosion of wages. Had the government then moved 
towards a monetary reform, by what has been called “Patara- 
ization.*' together with pegging wages at the level of last 
December and the necessary cuts in government spending, the 
economyjnight already have been well on the way to stabiliza- 
tion by now. 

The government's indecisiveness since then, the 'panicky 
resort to half-way measures, the obstinate adherence to a goal 
of a 5-6 per cent monthly inflation have instead undermined the 
credibilj'ty of its policies. 

Yet unless we are to despair of anything except U.S. aid, 
'there is still time to make a bold attack on our twin problems 
of runaway inflation and the hemorrhage of foreign currency. 
But the time is running short. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


WO! FOR THE FIRST lime in 
I IAm many years, the Cuban 
government has allowed a 
mbbi to conduct services on major 
Jewish holidays. According to the 
American Jewish Community, the 
news of the government's reversal of 
policy was announced recently by 
Jose Felipe Carneado, director of 
the religious affairs division of the 
Cuban Community Party's central 
committee, in a meeting with three 
representatives of the Cuban Jewish 
community. 


The Cuban official agreed to help 
the community open a kosher res- 
taurant in Old Havana, to maintain 
synagogues and Jewish cemeteries 
and to open a Sunday religious 
school. In previous years, visiting 
rabbis were barred from officiating 
at synagogue services. In addition, a 
mohel will be allowed to go to Cuba 
to conduct ritual circumcisions. Ab- 
out 15,000 Jews lived in Cuba before 
Fidel Castro came to power, but the 
community has since shrunken to a 
fraction of that. J.S.I. 


Upholding the law

THE RELEASE yesterday of more 
than a thousand of some of the most 
dangerous inmates of Israel's secur- 
ity prisons has profound and long- 
term implications for the basic legal 
fabric of the state. 

It will, no doubt, bring vociferous 
demands for the imm ediate release 
of those held in Jewish terror cases - 
both those still facing proceedings 
and those already sentenced. And 
given the expediency that brought 
the government to swallow the un- 
precedented steep terms of this 
agreement, there inevitably will be a 
tendency to give in to these de- 
mands. too. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin in- 
herited this problem and, in the final 
analysis, had little choice but to 
agree to Ahmed Jibril’s extortion. 
However, when it comes to the after- 
effects of this large-scale release of 
some of the most implacable ene- 
mies of the state, they do have 
choices, albeit difficult ones. Their 
statesmanship will be tested by the 
path they choose. 

THE SETTLERS' lobby can be 
counted on to bring tremendous 
pressure to bear on the government. 
Why. as victims of terrorism goaded 
into counter-terror should Israelis 
remain in prison while the worst 
perpetrators of terror are set free? If 
the government concedes to that, as 
so many observers expect it will, this 
would make a mockery of the entire 
system of justice in this country. 

No doubt, the state will- go 
through the motions of completing 
proceedings a gain st all the accused 
(including those just charged with 
the murder of an Arab taxi driver), 
sentence those convicted and then 


release them long before they be- 
come due for the customary parole. 

There are even political cynics 
who see a long-term advantage in 
this happening under a Labour gov- 
ernment. which will be able to show 
its ability for reconciliation with the 
nationalist-religious camp. 

Where, however, is one to draw 
the line? Does the political motiva- 
tion make the difference? And if for 
Jew. why not for Arab? What should 
one do about "Jo-Jo" Nidam. the 
convicted Jewish drug smuggler who 
helped the Sharabati family smuggle 
hundreds of kilos of explosive into 
the country and agreed to plant a 
massive car-bomb in Jerusalem? 
They were released yesterday, while 
he remains in jail. 

What should be done about the 
yet to be completed investigation 
into the murder of the terrorists of 
the Askelon bus involving a senior 
IDF officer - Tat Aluf Yitzhak Mor- 
dechai? In the future can one really 
make demands of ihe security ser- 
vices and the army when they cap-, 
ture infiltrators, terrorists or mere 
suspects if these people are to be set 
free in exchange for Israeli prison- 
ers? 

Or alternatively, could the state 
live with a situation where prisoners 
were to regularly die in detention 
with investigating magistrates find- 
ing nothing amiss, as is the case so 
often in South Africa. 

THERE IS. of course something 
obscene in these arguments but it is 
unlikely that the settlers and their 
supporters will be sensitive to this. 

Tbe government is under an 
obligation to obtain the release of 
soldiers who have fallen into enemy 
hands because of their obligation to 


serve in the army and to obey orders'. 
It is irrelevant whether those soldiers 
were taken prisoner in battle or as a 
result of their own carelessness. 

But the government is under no 
less of an obligation to uphold the 
rule of law. 

In making, demands for the early 
release of Israeli's who have commit- 
ted crimes ag ainst Arabs merely be- 
cause they are Arabs, the settlers 
and their advocates are cynically 
taking advantage of one of the tragic 
outcomes of an unfortunare war. In 
doing so they will pervert the legal 
foundations of the state for their own 
political ends. 

Perversely, but that too would 
escape them, in making such de- 
mands, they are equating themselves 
with the men and women Ahmed 
Jibril hails as “militant comrades." 
The members of the Jewish imder- 
ground and the assortment of misfits 
who have aped their lead and will 
also, no doubt, demand early release 
are basing their argument on a deal 
struck for the freedom of three sol- 
diers who have been in captivity for 
nearly three years. 

The soldiers, it should be remem- 
bered were in Lebanon under 
orders. No government ever ordered 
a settler to make his home in the 
West Bank. 

THE BEST, bust least likely, path 
the government could choose is to 
try to ensure that yesterday's release 
of security offenders is an isolated 
and limited episode in the country's 
history. 

All legal systems recognize, reluc- 
tantly. that there are periods and 
events in a nation's history that jus- 
tify large-scale amnesties. One such 
amnesty followed the 1967 Six Day 
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War; another, the 30th anniversary 
of the state. Such extensive, across- 
the-board paroles and release for 
people who have offended against 
society are defended as necessary 
gestures of goodwill and reconcilia- 
tion, justified by events that appear 
in the collective perception as a new 
start for a nation, as a point of 
departure. They are exceptions, 
essentially rare and limited. 

Amnesties usually follow trauma- 
tic but generally joyous events in a 
nation's life. The Lebanon war was 
the antithesis of that. The release of 
so many security offenders, many of 
whom justify the term “terrorist” by 
any definition, should be seen as an 


unavoidable outcome of a war that 
was wrong. As such, it should also be 
an isolated case. 

It is the tragedy of our occupation 
of the territories with the presence of 
so many Jewish settlers there that we 
will not isolate their release. 

All this would be easier to cope 
with if it was “there” -in the territor- 
ies. under military occupation, 
somewhere foreign that doe? not . 
affect us. But it does and will affect* 
us. It is up to the statesmen; if we 
have any. to limit that effect as best 
thevean.

WED' ARE WE so short of foreign 
currency? Not because so many 
Israelis are going abroad, but be-' 
cause the government is handing out 
huge sums for imports, both essen- 
tial and non-essential. The travel bill 
(and travel dollars} comes to less 
than a tenth of this expenditure. It is 
doubtful if many Israelis will cancel 
their summer trips this year despite 
the increase in the travel tax. The 
government will continue to supply 
huge sums of foreign currency to 
those departing, while giving away 
dollars for airline tickets purchased 
in shekels. 

There is a much simpler way to 
save foreign currency and at the 
same time do away with the travel 
tax and chafing restrictions on fore- 
ign currency. And that is for the 
government to say to both importers 
and would-be travellers; 

“Sorry, friends, no more dollars. 
Not from the Treasury's kitty. You 
want dollars for travel, or to- buy a 
Daihatsu, or a washing machine? Go 
to your friendly neighbourhood 
bank or LilienbJum scalper. Buy all 
the foreign currency you can afford, 
at the going rate. But from us, not a 
red cent -or a single greenback. The 
only dollars we are going to spend on 
you from now on are for essential 
bulk imports, coal, oil, wheat, rice. 
The rest,is up to you." 

And where, may you ask, are the 
free dollars coming from? From the 
boarders and tourists. Any tourist 
who hasn't yet lost his marbles is 
changing folding money outside the 
banks. He'd rather go to the bank 
and get the same rate. He would, if 
there were a free market. Like the 
average Israeli, he doesn’t feel like 
being made a criminal. 

When there was a semblance of a 
free market in' Erhlich's day (re- 
member?), the Lilienblum boys 
went quietly out of business. Tour- 
ists are anyway required to settle 
their hotel and tour bills in dollars. 
Hors d'ouvres also need shekels. 
THERE ARE many other countries 
that have adopted this scheme, after 
years of battling unsuccessfully to 
balance their budgets and keep their 
citizens honest. We need look no 
further than our dosest neighbour. 
Egypt, which also enjoys a large 
influx of tourists (and no more than 
Israel), has placed the travel and 
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import business entirely in the free 
hand of the private banks. The latter 
offer tourists a premium. When an 
importer wishes to bring in some 
refrigerators. he turns to the same 
bank for dollars at the going rate. 

There is no doubt that such a move 
here would lead to the very devalua- 
tion which everyone desires and 
does not wish to father. The shekel 
would find its own level. The cost of 
travelling abroad would rise, but 
there would no longer be any need 
for a travel tax. Neither traveller nor 
importer would be taking dollars 
from the Treasury's kitty. 

Do we need to be spending dollars 
on Dutch beer and Rumanian jam? 
These imports were often forced on 
us by trade agreements that helped 
exports. But what is the use of ex- 
porting if you get beer in return? 
Trade agreements ought to be 
negotiated on the same pragmatic 
basis as they are in Egypt. If we 
continue importing things that are 
made here (like beer, jam and re- 
frigerators), we do ourselves an 
additional disservice. Competition is 
great if you can affort it. 

THE LIKUD’S policy of monetary 
freedom failed because it was not 
only partial, but entailed giving our 
foreign currency reserves to the pub- 
lic. 

One cannot over-estimate the 
psychological effect of letting money 
find its feet without government in- 
terference. Or getting rid of the fart 
that some Israelis are much more 
equal than others. 

Why should a new immigrant be 
allowed to keep dollars abroad for 20 
years, when Israelis who have spent 
all their lives fighting for this country 
are made to feel like criminals if they 
don’t wind up their accounts abroad. 
The government is aware that res- 
trictions only breed lack of confi- 
dence; even non-black money is 
salted away these days where the 
Treasury and the banks and the 


economy can obtain no benefit from 
it. 

Prime Minister Peres seems obses- 
sed with the idea that there is too 
much money in private hands. He 
ought to be delighted. The United 
States keeps its economy going on 
one single premise: that the small 
man must be encouraged to make 
and keep as much money as possible 
and then be encouraged to invest it 
The U.S. tax laws are designed to 
encourage people to invest. Israelis 
hide their money because they have 


no confidence that the government 
wants to do anything but take it from 
them. 

The ethics of encouraging hidden 
money on which no taxes have been 
paid to be brought out and used for 
investment are felt to be an affront to 
moral law. Yet this attitude does 
nobody any good. The sums to be 
gained through a policy of bank 
secrecy far exceed the wildest hopes 
of “deepening" tax collection, to use 
the vernacular. 

Turning off the dollar tap while 


simultaneously doing away with aQ. 
foreign currency restrictions might 
result in temporary hardship .to 
travellers and importers of non- • 
essential goods. But lifting the res- 
trictive atmosphere in which some - 
Israelis are more equal than others - 
would be widely welcomed.. The 
next step would be to lower income - * 
taxes, and perhaps abolish them’" 
altogether in dollar-eaming indn$--.~ 
tries. Only then would the growing ’ 
brain-drain from this country be' 
slowed. There used to be a positive- 
even idealistic, atmosphere in aft- 
sectors of this country. Abolishing 
both restrictions and governmeu 
handouts (padded ministry estab - 
lishments included) would be tic 
first step towards making Israel a 
better place in which to live. "
